Habblsl stated that the ex -Mufti has 
been encouraging all Palestinian refugees to return to Vest Jordan, settle along the 
Israeli border, and conduct nuisance raids Into Israel. It is the hope of the ex- 
Muftl that such tactics will fa rc e the Israelis to agree to the 19^7 partition plan.

1952, had visited Hablus, Jenin, Tulkarm, Qalqilya, Ramallah, and Jerusalem In this 
connection.
